To the Members of the Lebanon Valley College Community: 

In the summer of 2012, the College will bring to conclusion two major projects that 
have occupied much of our time and energy over the past two years: we will complete 
the process of reaccreditation through the Commission of Higher Education of the 
Middle States Association and will finish the rebuilding of the Mund College Center, a 
$13.3 million undertaking that will give the College a new centerpiece for campus 
life. 

When we complete these two projects, I will have served as president of Lebanon Valley College for eight years. Counting 
my earlier six years' service as dean of the faculty, I will have occupied a senior leadership position at the Valley for 14 
years. I believe it is a good time for the College to prepare for a transition to new leadership, and I have therefore ex- 
pressed to the Board of Trustees my intent to retire as president of the College in the summer of 2012. The board will 
undertake a national search for the person to serve as the 18th president of the College to take office on July 1, 2012. 

I look back with satisfaction at all that we have accomplished and will yet accomplish during my tenure as president: the 
completion of the Great Expectations Campaign in 2007 which raised $55 million for the College; a total rebuilding of 
the Neidig-Garber Science Center in 2008; the transformation of Lynch Memorial Hall in two stages in 2005 and 2008; 
the constn^ction of the Stanson residence hall in 2009; the complete renovation of the Mund College Center; the refin- 
ishing of the exterior of the Humanities Center/ Administration Building also in 2009; the graduation in 2006 of our first 
class of Doctors of Physical Therapy; the completion of the 2009 strategic plan and the adoption of another plan that will 
carry us through 2016; the addition of men's and women's lacrosse in 2010; the completion of the campus Master Plan 
in 2008; the successftil navigation with minimal institutional damage of the Great Recession; the completion of our de- 
cennial reaccreditation; and the establishment of our admission and retention efforts on firm and productive ground. 

I look fiirther back to my years as dean of the faculty and derive satisfaction from the roles I played in a number of inno- 
vations during the years 1998-2004: the introduction of the First- Year Seminar Program in 2002; our gaining initial 
candidacy status for the Physical Therapy Program in 2003; the adoption of the Digital Communications Program in 
2001; and the introduction of the principle of peer review in the tenure and promotion system at the College in 2004. 

It has been wonderfiil to work these past years as president and dean with gifted faculty and administrators to bring 
about these things. I am supported by an unusually talented and creative group of vice presidents. And I have enjoyed 
the unwavering support of our Board of Trustees under the leadership of Bill Lehr and now of Lynn Phillips. 

There is a busy year ahead to prepare the College for the transition to the leadership of its next president. The College 
is well positioned for this change; we face this transition with confidence. 

I will have ample opportunity in the course of the next year to say goodbye to my many friends here at the College. 
I will want to thank all those good people who have made my years at LVC so memorable and so gratifying. Mary and 
I look forward to doing that.

The project, "Open Your Door to Diversity," brought 
together art education students, local migrant students, and artist Simon Silva 
to create door panels that were displayed on campus and in the community. 

Dr. Ivette Guzman-Zavala, assistant professor of Spanish, and Nancy 
Williams, adjunct instructor of art and art education, guided their students 
in creating the door panels, using sketches drawn by migrant students. The 
art education students incorporated these drawings into a design including 
culture as components. The migrant students were invited to Williams' class 
to work with the LVC artists — Christina Kuntz *11, Nicole Manrodt '12, 
Rome Oliver *12, Abby Wise '12, and Shauna Yorty '12. 

"LVC is physically close to the Hispanic community in Lebanon, so 
work with the students can be achieved," said Guzman-Zavala.

The Founders 
Day Award is one of the highest commendations issued by 
the College. It recognizes an individual whose character and 
leadership, in the spirit of the founders of Lebanon Valley 
College, contributes to the enhancement of life in central 
Pennsylvania. 

"It is with a special sense of pride that we here at this 
College look upon the accomplishments of this son of the 
Valley," said Dr. Stephen MacDonald, LVC president. 
"He has devoted himself to service to others, to the cause 
of justice, to the establishment of that greater good that is 
shared among citizens bound by the wish to live together in 
peace and good order." 

Governor Corbett completed his undergraduate education 
at Lebanon Valley College where he earned a bachelor's 
degree in political science and met his wife, Susan Manbeck 
Corbett 72. 

Also during the convocation, the Lebanon Valley 
Education Partnership (LVEP) was honored with the 
Presidents Award, which is presented to a student 
organization whose members demonstrate exceptional 
community service. 

Since 1989, LVEP has partnered students of the Lebanon 
School District with mentors at the College. The partners 
who successfully enroll in the college preparatory curriculum 
and maintain their grades through junior and senior high 
school become eligible for tuition scholarships at LVC.

College Wins Friends of Old Annville s 2010 Historic Building Award 

The historic preservation, awareness, and appreciation group Friends of Old Annville honored LVC with its 2010 Historic Building 
Award at the group's annual dinner and meeting of friends on Nov. 12.The award recognized LVC's Administration Building/ 
Humanities Center for the $2.3-million exterior restoration project completed last academic year. 

The Historic Building Award is given in recognition of a major restoration or rehabilitation of a historic building in Annville. 

The Humanities Center, a prominent Tudor Gothic-style building dating back to the early 20th century, replaced the original 
Civil War-era Administration Building, which was destroyed by a fire on Christmas Eve 1904. The current building was funded, 
in part, by Andrew Carnegie after the New York philanthropist visited the Annville campus just six days after the catastrophic fire.

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Dr. Day Elected APS Fellow 



Dr. Michael A. Day, professor of physics, has been elected a Fellow of 
the American Physical Society (APS) for his work on Cold War physicists Robert 
Oppenheimer, I.I. Rabi, and E.U. Condon. 

The prestigious Fellow award goes to only 0.5 percent of APS's 46,000 members 
(about 200 members per year) and generally to faculty at large research universities. 
Day was recommended by the APS Forum on the History of Physics along with 
three professors from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT), the 
University of Minnesota, and Boston University. 

"The election of Dr. Day as a Fellow of the American Physical Society is a true 
testament to a career devoted to the sciences and their historical context," noted 
Dr. Stephen MacDonald, LVC president. "His research, teaching, publication, and 
student mentorship since joining the College in 1987 is the embodiment of the 
excellent faculty at Lebanon Valley College." 

Days research over the last decade has resulted in four major publications: 
"Oppenheimer on the Nature of Science" {Centaurus, 2001); "I.I. Rabi: The Two 

Cultures and the Universal

Lynch Family Gifts Historic Clock 



A grandfather clock created for Dr. Clyde Lynch, LVC president from 1932-1950, was 
recently gifted to the College after the passing of his daughter-in-law, Evelyn Ware Lynch '41, 
earlier this year. The Rev. Harry Miller of the Salem United Brethren Church (now 
Covenant United Methodist Church in Lebanon) crafted the clock for Dr. Lynch. The clock 
resided in the LVC president's home, located then on Sheridan Avenue, before being moved 
to Laughlin Hall. Following Dr. Lynch's death in 1950, the clock remained in the possession 
of his wife, Edith Lynch, until her passing in 1976, when Evelyn assumed care of the 
timepiece. The Rev. John Lynch '71, Dr. Lynch's son and pastor of the Annville United 
Methodist Church, recently returned the clock to its "home" in Laughlin Hall.

Inductees to the Hall of Fame, 
established in 1976, are selected by

achievements during their LVC careers. Nominees must have 
been away firom the College for 10 years to be eligible. 

Lt. Marcel von Bereghy 1916 was a three-sport athlete 
in the formative years of LVC athletics. He was one of the 
best student-athletes ever produced by the Valley. His track 
& field marks persisted for decades, including his shot put 
record, which stood in the top 10 for 92 years. He was one 
of the first MAC champions when he won the discus and 
shot put at the second Middle States meet in 1914, setting 
conference records in both events. He was a three-year team 
captain in track & field, and also won four letters in football 
and one in basketball. 

Afi:er graduating in 1916, von Bereghy joined the Penn- 
sylvania National Guard and enlisted for active duty when 
the United States entered World War L He was transferred 
to Europe in 1918, and on Sept. 6, 1918, was seriously 
wounded while leading his men in France. He died from his 
wounds and was awarded the World War I Victory Medal 
and the World War I Victory Button (bronze). His obituary 
in the Patriot-News called him "undoubtedly the best all- 
around athlete that was ever turned out of Harrisburg." 

Eleaed in her first year of eligibility, Ann Musser Davis *00 
was a five-time All-American thrower in the late 1 990s. To- 
day, Davis still holds five school records: the outdoor shot 
put, discus, and hammer, and indoor shot put and weight 
throw. She was a 10-time NCAA qualifier and 1 1-time 
MAC champion, and was the first female student-athlete 
in MAC history to earn four career gold medals in a single 
event. Davis' five All-American honors included a national 
runner-up finish in the discus as a sophomore. No LVC 
student-athlete has earned as many All-American awards. 

One of LVC's all-time leading field hockey scorers, Erin 
Schmid Sanno '98 was an All-American who led the Dutch- 
men to three NCAA tournaments and two final fours dur- 
ing the late 1990s. With 43 career goals and 20 assists, she 
graduated third on the all-time points list and currently sits 
ninth all-time with 106, one of only nine Dutchmen to cross 
the century mark. She captained the 1997 MAC champion- 
ship team that made a second consecutive appearance in 
the NCAA Final Four, earning MAC Player of the Year and 
NCAA All-Tournament team honors.

An All-American field hockey 
player for LVC's first NCAA Fi- 
nal Four squad in 1996, Andrea 
Stcder Teats '97 led the Dutch- 
men to unprecedented success 
during her four-year career. As 
a senior in 1996, Teats scored a 
team-high 20 goals as LVC won a 
then-record 16 games (including 
a record 12 shutouts) and made 
the first of the program's four NCAA 
Final Four appearances. That season capped a run that saw 
LVC qualify for the NCAA Tournament three times in four 
years. After her senior year, Teats was named third-team 
All-American, first-team all-region, and first-team all-MAC, 
and was also named to the NCAA Final Four team. She also 
holds the LVC record for the fastest hat trick, with three 
goals in the first minute against Haverford in 1996. 

Mark Sypher '81 was an eight-letter, two-sport athlete for 
the LVC men's basketball and track & field teams. A triple- 
jumper, Sypher set the school record at 44-3 in 1979, a mark 
that stood until 1989 and today is still fifth all-time. He 
earned all-MAC honors in 1980, as well. On the basketball 
court, Sypher was a team captain and three-year starter, and 
earned LVC's Chuck Maston Award as a senior. 

The 1970-71 and 1971-72 mens basketball teams set the 
stage for a period of success in LVC basketball not seen since 
die early 1950s. Under Coach Rogpr Gaedder, die 1970-71 
team went 19—5. The team was one of the highest-scoring in 
school history, breaking 100 points in five games and 90 points 
15 times. Witb the same core returning, the 1971-72 team 
was even better, going 21-4 a year before the Dutchmen won 
the MAC championship and went to the NCAA Tournament. 

Both teams shared a group of outstanding scorers, includ- 
ing Don Johnson *73, who graduated as LVC's all-time 
leader at 1 ,976 points; Kris Linde VS, who paired with 
Johnson for 1 ,382 career points; and Ed lannarella '73, who 
drove the offense with a then-record 6.8 assists per game.

From Sports to Entertainment, 
The Playful Side of Work 



" np*" hen you graduate from college, it s hard to 
M know exactly where your career is going to 
Xb I some LVC graduates, their work 

incorporates activities they would do for free — 
^ ^ like spending an afternoon on the basketball 

court or interacting with animals. Others have pursued 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunities in television and the 
big screen. All point to the flexibility of their liberal arts 
education at Lebanon Valley for giving them the tools to 
craft career paths that sometimes feel less like work and 
more like play 
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Having a Ball 

Steve Buzinski '05 is a studious graduate student. But 
prior to enrolling in the University of Maryland's doctoral 
program in psychology, he spent a year traveling the world 
as a member of the New York Nationals basketball team. 
Never heard of them? Perhaps that's because the New York 
Nationals lose every game they play. But that's only because 
the only team they ever play is the Harlem Globetrotters. 

"The scouts for the Nationals said they look for guys like 
myself who played for smaller schools," said Buzinski. "They 
like that kind of player because they tend to be team players. 
That type of play contrasts well with the style of the Harlem 
Globetrotters." 

It turns out watching the Globetrotters play the Nationals 
isn't only an experiment in theater — there's actually a 
competition going on. 

"The first half of each quarter is a legitimate basketball 
game," said Buzinski. "The referees call the games as they 
see them, and you play to win. But the second half of each 
quarter is a show. It's for the fans, scripted and planned." 

Records aside, Buzinski maintains that the Nationals aren't 
such a bad team at all. "During parts of each game, we tried 
every day to beat the Globetrotters, and they tried to beat 
us," he explained. "We kept score for that part of the game, 
and as it turned out, we were pretty evenly matched." 

As much as he enjoyed going head-to-head v^dth the 
Globetrotters, Buzinski's long-term plans ultimately took 





him off the court. "I knew that I wanted to go to graduate 
school, because I wanted to be a psychologist," he said. "But a 
year off of school to travel the world? That was too good of a 
possibility to pass up, and it turned out to be a very fiin time." 

Now in his final year of graduate school, Buzinski is 
working on his thesis and looking forward to coming fiiU 
circle: He's returning to the Valley this fall to teach in the 
Psychology Department. 

Buzinski isn't LVC's only hard-court success story. And few 
can claun a more exciting year than Mike Rhoades '95, who 
recently wound up his season as assistant men's basketball 
coach at Virginia Commonwealth University — at the NCAA 
Final Four men's basketball championship. 

"We're still flying high," he said of the team's success, 
describing banquets and dinners with the likes of U.S. 
President Barack Obama and Virginia Governor Bob 
McDonnell. "There are autographs and people wanting you 
to be involved, which is great. It's all fiin because you did 
something that so many people are excited about. It was an 
accomplishment that not many people get to enjoy."

For Rhoades, one of the most rewarding parts of the 
whole experience was being able to share it with his family. 
"I have a 7-, 5-, and 2-year-old, and they were able to 
experience a different city every weekend with the team," he 
said. "They were on the flights with us, ate meals with us, 
watched the games, and were so into it. It was a lot of fun. 
Think about it: you're doing something you may never get 
to do again, and you're doing it with the people you love. 
That was special."

Rhoades is not new to success on the basketball court. 
An Ail-American guard and team captain at LVC, in 1994 
he led his team to the Valley's only national championship 
in any sport. Not long after, he decided he wanted to make 
a living coaching the game. "After I graduated I went to 
Randolph Macon College as an assistant coach. We had 
played in the Christmas tournament there my senior year, 
so [head coach] Hal Nunnally knew who I was." After 
Nunnally's retirement in 1999, Rhoades stepped into the 
head coaching position. "I was very lucky to get to be the 
head coach at Randolph Macon at 25," he admitted. After 
10 seasons at Randolph Macon, two years ago Rhoades 
moved to Virginia Commonwealth to work as an assistant 
to head coach Shaka Smart. 

It's almost as if he can't believe his luck, Rhoades said. "I 
get up every day to be a basketball coach and it's a dream 
come true." 

But, sometimes finding your dream job takes a little longer. 
Just ask Mike Monigjhan '89. 

Although he didn't play golf for the Valley, Monighan 
has always loved being on the links. "I started playing golf 
when I was 12, and I played through high school," he says. 
"I always loved the game, but I never thought about it as a 
career." Instead, he studied political science at LVC and after 
graduation took a job in vocational rehabilitation, trying to 



help workers' compensation claimants get back into the 
work force. 

"I didn't enjoy it," he said. "You're working on your own, 
and the people that you work with every day are people 
who, in a lot of cases, don't want to see you. I quit after 
about a year because I'd just had it." 

Monighan eventually took a part-time job in the golf 
pro shop at a country club in Harrisburg. "I really liked 
that job," he said. "I was only working part-time, but I was 
actually losing interest in trying to find another job because 
I was having so much fiin at the club." At the end of his first 
season, a position opened up for an assistant golf pro. "The 
head pro asked me if I'd be interested in getting into the golf 
business full time," Monighan said. "And I've been in the 
industry for 20 years now." 

Monighan appreciates the change of pace from his job 
in vocational rehab. "I help oversee the golf operation on a 
day-to-day basis," he said. "Playing golf is only part of my 
responsibilities. I also help run corporate outings, junior 
clinics, member leagues, ladies' day, and 
other events. These are people who want to 
see you. People are coming out to the course 
to relax. They're leaving their troubles behind, 
It's the polar opposite of my previous job." ^^BH^^^j^

After 1 5 years at the country club, Monighan began 
working at the nearby Felicita Garden Resort in 2006 as 
assistant to the director of golf 

The best part of the job? "I talk to 100 different people 
every day," said Monighan. "There's never a duplicate day. 
I'm a people person, so the interaction with people is vital. 
And the golf itself, I've always loved it. It's only a hobby for 
99 percent of the people in the world, but I'm lucky that it's 
my job." 
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All Their 
World's a Stage 

If there's really no business like show business, then LVC 
graduates like Katie McCarty '07, who have managed to 
play their roles in the entertainment industry, have it made. 

McCarty is currently living her dream at Hong Kong 
Disneyland, portraying Belle from Beauty and the Beast in 
The Golden Mickeys. 

"The summer after graduating from LVC, I performed 
as a singer and dancer for Hersheypark Entertainment," 
McCarty said. "A friend of mine had worked for Disney and 
recommended that I audition for the company." McCarty s 
first audition for the house that Mickey Mouse built led to 
a call back, which ultimately led to contracts to perform 
for Disney Cruise Lines and Walt Disney World in Florida. 
McCarty has portrayed Belle, Pocahontas, and Mulan, 
among other roles, at the attractions. 

"I most enjoy pursuing a career doing what I love and 
have always had a passion for," McCarty said. "Disney allows 
me the opportunity to sing, dance, and act every day, while 
gaining the cultural and life experience of living in another 
country. I feel extremely fortunate to have been working 
steadily as a performer since graduating from LVC." 

McCarty embraces the sometimes unpredictable ftiture 
that comes with life on stage. "Accepting that the ftiture is 
always one grand mystery is necessary," she said. "Although 
at times it's trying, it can also be very exciting. The passion 
that I have for performing outweighs any uncertainty 
and makes the journey a very rewarding adventure. I feel 
incredibly fortunate every day for the opportunities that I've 
had thus far, and I look forward to what comes next." 

What other notches would she like to put on her acting 
resume? "I've always had an interest in getting into film 
and television," she said. "When my contract with Hong 
Kong Disneyland ends in October, I'll return to New York 
to begin auditioning. I'm not sure where I'll be in five years, 
but I hope that I'll still be a working actor who has perhaps 
ventured into film and television — in addition to continuing 
to work in musical theater." 



JefFLinn '07 is another LVC graduate working in 
theater in the Far East. He's an audio technician working for 
Cirque du Soleil on their touring show, Kooza. The touring 
company was scheduled to perform in Tokyo the day the 
9.0-magnitude earthquake struck Japan on March 1 1 . 

"The earthquake hit in the afternoon, just as we were 
preparing for a rehearsal in the theater," said Linn, noting 
that the production crew fortunately had reviewed 
evacuation procedures when they arrived in Tokyo. "Our 
show that night was cancelled, and eventually it was ruled 
that we'd cancel all our shows until it was deemed safe to 
perform again in Tokyo." 

But the rising threat of nuclear radiation leaking from the 
Fukushima nuclear power plant forced ftirther measures. "As 
a preventive safety measure. Cirque du Soleil flew the entire 
cast and crew out of Tokyo to Macau, where we lived for 
about three weeks. We returned to Tokyo at the beginning 
of April and did a re-premiere of Kooza" 

Being in Japan during a disaster has given the group a 
deeper sense of purpose. Linn said. "We're participating in 
many donation drives and charities to provide support and 
relief for families in northern Japan," he said. "And it feels 
important to try to bring a sense of normalcy back to Tokyo 
and Japan. There's so much fear still circulating around the

country, our performances give the public a chance to put 
that fear aside, even if for just a few hours " 

A music recording major at LVC, Linn got his first job 
out of school as an audio technician for Ringiing Brothers 
and Barnum and Bailey Circus. From there he moved on to 
the Big Apple Circus as head of audio. He joined Cirque du 
Soleil in 2009.

"One of the best parts of this work is the touring itself," 
he said, while admitting that being away from family and 
friends makes touring also his least favorite part of the job. 
Still, it s all worth it. Linn said. "Working for a full-time 
touring company allows you to see places you'd probably 



otherwise never see in your life. I've traveled to almost every 
major city in the United States and have begun international 
touring, which is an entirely new adventure." 

In addition to the travel. Linn loves the work he does. "It's 
an incredibly rewarding feeling to premiere a show to an 
audience after doing all of the work that entails, setting it up 
and preparing it," he said. "Even after the premiere, the rush 
is just as great for every show, because while you may be 
watching the show for your hundredth time, everyone in the 
audience is getting ready to experience it for the first time. 
Having the opportunity to provide an experience where 
people can come in, forget all of their troubles, and simply 
enjoy themselves is a simply outstanding and rewarding 
feeling." 

The work has become a way of life for Linn. "Remaining 
in the entertainment industry and working with audio 
is a must," he said. "I don't think there's any way I could 
stop doing this type of work. It's too much fun and too 
rewarding to want to do anything else." 

Cherie Van Zant '92 is another LVC graduate who 
has been heavily involved in the arts. The music recording 
technology major spent her college summers working as 
a sound reinforcement technician at Hersheypark, which 
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Chene Van Zant '92 



paved the way for her current career. 
This experience led to a full-time 
position with the company after 
graduation. 

"When I graduated, a ftill-time job 
opened up there for an entertainment 
manager," Van Zant said. "Working 
with the production companies, I 
was responsible for coordinating and 
facilitating all aspects of the resident 
shows." 

She was at the park for 1 5 years, 
during which time she started a family. 
In 2008, after the birth of her third 
daughter, she decided it was time to 
scale back. She signed on with WJS 
Productions, one of the production 
companies she had worked with at 
Hersheypark, as an associate producer 
and production manager on a contract 
basis. 

Van Zant helps WJS with their 
local productions, including the show. The Soda Pops. 
She has enjoyed the change. "Hershey was more of an 
administrative management position while working with a 
production company allows for more creativity," she said. 
"I am involved in the creative process, working with the 
team to develop show concepts, choose music, and to make 
all the pieces come together as a whole. I am able to put 
together all the aspects of the production; working with the 
designers, director, cast, and crew to produce a final product. 
I most enjoy being a part of all the hard work that goes into 
making that performance or show open successfully." 

Van Zant, who holds a master's degree in music education 
from Duquesne University, also teaches private flute lessons 
and Kindermusik classes at the Valley's Community Music 
Institute. 

Susan Davison '83 also has taken her career behind 
the scenes. By day, she works as the assistant to the national 
executive director of the American Guild of Musical Artists, 
the performing arts union that represents opera singers, 
ballet dancers, and concert singers. During her off-hours, 
she follows her true passion — ^working backstage in the 
theater. And while some of her volunteer work is with local 




community theaters, most of the time you can find her on 
Broadway. 

She got started by volunteering at the Lillian Booth 
Actors Home of The Actors Fund, located near her home, 
in Englewood, N.J. From there, Davison became more 
involved volunteering for Broadway Cares/Equity Fights 
AIDS, The Center, The Broadway League, The Drama 
Desks, Nighdife Awards, and more over the years. 

Davison found the Lillian Booth Actors Home filled with 
retired actors and other entertainment professionals with 
fascinating stories to tell. "You could talk to these people

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and they would tell you such amazing stories," she said. 
In time, she counted among her friends comedic actress 
Imogene Coca and John Fiedler, the voice of Piglet in the 
Winnie the Pooh movies. 

That work led to helping backstage with some of the 
Fund's and other organizations' events and fundraisers — 
which just so happened to be Broadway shows. "The Actors 
Fund has special performances each year when the Broadway 
community comes together at one of the major houses, and all 
the money from the tickets goes to the Actors Fund," she said. 

Volunteering for the Actors Fund has led to a wealth of 
other opportunities in the entertainment world. Davison 
worked for several years as the personal assistant to John 
Lloyd Young, winner of the Tony Award for Best Actor for 
his portrayal of Frankie Valli in Jersey Boys, "I was able to 
work at the Hollywood Bowl and Mar-a-Lago, which are 
not the kind of things you do every day," she said. Over the 
years, she's been Kathleen Turner's dresser, run lines with 

Joanne Worley, held hands 
with Antonio Banderas, 
and shared a pizza with 
Josh Groban. Most 
recendy, she completed a 
run as stage manager for a 
production of The Pajama 
Game with The Rodeph 
Sholom Theater Company. 

Davison has always 
loved working behind the 
scenes. "I used to work 
backstage at LVC," she 
said. "I was never really 
interested in being out 
front. I was interested in 
the magic of backstage. You just open the stage door and it's 
this whole magical world." 

Her most exciting show? Working as Angela Lansbury's 
personal assistant for Stephen Sondheim's 75th birthday 
celebration at the New Amsterdam Theater. "Everybody 
in the show was someone whose career had been advanced 
because they did Sondheim's music, people such as Patti 
LuPone and Bernadette Peters," she said. "It was so great to 
stand backstage in the dark and watch this thing unfold." 

But when it comes down to it, it's the lore that Davison 
loves most. She describes being the stage manager for the

concert version of William Finn's Romance in Hard Times. 
"The most fascinating part was being in the rehearsal room 
with the original cast including Tony Award winner and 
friend Lillias White," she said. "They hadn't done this show 
for 20 years, and it was amazing to watch them recreate it 
and talk about what it was like to do the show 20 years ago. 
Later, we went out to dinner and they told great Broadway 
stories from the last 30 years, and I'm thinking, you couldn't 
pay to have this kind of experience.' I would do it in a 
heartbeat, just to hear these stories." 



Behind the 
Silver Screen 

If you ask most people who work in the television or movie 
industry about how they earned their big break, they'll likely 
tell you it is rarely a predictable path. And that's especially 
true for this industry insider. 

For instance, Gino Trosa '06 always thought he'd be a 
writer. As an English major at LVC, he worked in the Office 
of College Relations throughout his college career, writing 
for The Valley and the President's Report. But after graduation, 
like many new writers, he had a hard time finding work. 

"I went on countless interviews," he said. "In fact, I have 
a whole Gmail inbox full of 'We're sorry, you don't fit the 
criteria at this time,' e-mails. There have to be close to 150 
of them." 

Eventually, Trosa took a job working construction to 
pay his bills while he continued looking for writing work. 
One day a friend told him about an opening at MTV. "He 
said, 'Hey, we have an opening for a production assistant, 
do you want to come for an interview?' And I thought. 
Absolutely, it's got to beat carrying sheetrock.' I went in for 
the interview, got hired, and it's been a roller coaster since," 
he said. 

At MTV, Trosa worked his way up from production 
assistant to associate producer and segment producer. He 
worked on several different shows, including My Super Sweet 
16. When I Was 17, The True Adventures of True Life, MTV 
News, New Moon Revealed — Twilight Special, and Behind the 
Screen — Avatar. 
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Recently, however, Trosa moved from MTV to CBS Eye 
Too Production, a division of CBS News, to work on the 
show Foodography, hosted by Mo Rocca, that will appear on 
the Cooking Channel this fall. The show is what Trosa, who 
was brought on as story editor, describes as a "biography 
of food," taking a topic such as seafood or ice cream and 
investigating the food s history, the cooking techniques, and 
other elements of that particular food s evolution over time. 

"It s interesting material," he said. "And its a new experience 
for me, having worked mosdy with teenagers and tween 
concepts, and now stepping into a role of doing more in- 
depth historical topics. Its fiin. You have to tell that story in 
an interesting way." 

Trosa sees his work in television production as another 
way to tell a story. "I've always wanted to tell an interesting 
story and see it develop over the course of a book, a 
magazine article, or now, over a 22-minute or half-hour 
show," he said. "You find something interesting, you develop 
it, you see where it goes, and you get to really experience the 
topic or the person. It's a good way to walk through the life 
of another person, however briefly it may be." 

Charles Potter '96 shares Trosas interest in storytelling 
and the creative process, but instead of TV, it's in film 
produaion. As vice president for product development 
and creative services at Sony DADC, Potter leads the 
development of new products and services connected with 
Sony's high-definition Blu-ray optical disc. 

A music recording technology major at LVC, Potter says 
working in the entertainment industry in some cases is 
much like other industries — but following your interests 
wherever they lead you is important. "You follow your 
passion, you follow your heart. My interest was in mixing 
sound tracks for feature films," he said. 

After graduation, Potter took advantage of an opportunity 
to do an internship at Walt Disney Studios, which led to a 
job in Disney's sound department, a pragmatic choice. Once 
he was at Disney, he decided to utilize his management skills 
to further his career. "I knew that was probably a better 
road for me to take than being a feature film mixer," he said. 
"Breaking into mixing is difficult, and it's also a lot of hours 
working the demands of the production." His career grew 
at Disney, culminating in a role that took him around the 
world, representing Disney's business interests in the DVD 
Forum and Blu-ray Disc Association. 



Potter stayed at Disney for nearly 13 years in various 
positions; then joined Sony about two years ago. "I'm 
not making feature films, but it's fiin working in the 
entertainment industry," he said. "You're challenged to bring 
new products that people will enjoy using. 

"Recendy, I was over at Summit Entertainment watching 
one of their upcoming films, and even though I'm not 
involved in the creative process of making films, the 
connection to content and participating in bringing some 
kind of storytelling or creative process to a consumer is 
rewarding," he said. "It reminds me of why I got into this 
industry in the first place. When you get involved with 
the creative process and you see how a story can affect 
someone's life from an emotional point of view or even an 
entertainment point of view, it's rewarding to feel like you 
have a piece in bringing that to life." 

Creatures Great 
and Small 

Nick Lacovara '87 and Cheryl Bollinger Lacovara '87 

have always had an interesting home life. They live on a 
farm that houses camels and zebras, among other more 
exotic species. However, they recendy took their love 
of animals a step further and purchased a zoo that had 
closed due to operational problems. Reopened last fall, the 
Plumpton Park Zoo in Rising Sun, Md., is fast becoming a 
community education resource. 

"My husband and I always had a love for animals," said 
Cheryl. "When we started our own farm, we had smaller 
animals such as goats and sheep. One year for Christmas 
Nick bought me a pair of alpacas, and that started us down 
the exotic line. The next Christmas he gave me a pair of 
zebras. Then for my birthday he bought me a camel. It 
became a joke among our friends, what would he get me 
next, and how was he going to beat the last gift." 

Then the Lacovaras read a story in the newspaper about 
a local zoo that was in trouble and was going to have to 
close. "Plumpton Park is a zoo that my family's been going 
to probably ever since they opened," said Cher)d. "So when 
the previous owner decided to close down last July, we got in 
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NickLacovara '87 and Cheryl Bollinger Lacovara '87 



contact with him. Our original intent was just to take in a 
few of the animals at our farm, but one thing led to another 
and we wound up buying the whole thing." 

With a lot of volunteer help from the community and a 
generous donation of building supplies from 84 Lumber, 
the Lacovaras refurbished and reopened the non-profit zoo 
last October. The zoo features such animals as a giraffe, tiger, 
cougar, American black bear, arctic foxes, bison, camel, emu, 
Watusi cattle, and zebra. 

Today, Nick is also an attorney and judge in New 
Jersey, while Cheryl works as director of operations at 
Charles River Laboratories, which does contract testing 
for pharmaceutical companies. The Lacovaras employ a 
manager and four zookeepers to run the zoo when they're 
not able to be on site. But overseeing the zoo's vision and 
direction is definitely a family project. "Nick takes care of 



all the facilities, and I take care of the fundraising and the 
books and the paperwork," she said. 

The couple is in the process of putting together funding 
to build a new, energy-efficient giraffe barn. They're also 
working with area colleges and school districts to create 
educational partnerships that will help ensure the zoo's 
continued role in the community for generations.

For Kathleen Picciano *81, every day at work is a 
day at the races — literally. Picciano is a veterinarian with 
the Delaware Racing Commission and spends her days 
examining horses to make sure they're fit to race. In a way, 
the position is a dream come true. 

"I knew from when I was in seventh grade that I wanted 
to be a vet," Picciano said. "Everybody thinks that's bizarre, 
because I never had a dog or a cat — and I had never touched 
a horse until I was in veterinary school." But in 1973, the 
year Picciano was 13 and Secretariat won the Triple Crown, 
she became hooked on horse racing. "Back then, kids 
weren't allowed at the track until they were 16 because of 
the gambling," she said. "So for my 16th birthday I made 
my brother take me to Atlantic City to see the races." 

At LVC, Picciano studied biology and was involved in 
any activity she could find that would give her experiences 
with animals, including working at the animal research 
laboratory at the nearby Milton S. Hershey Medical Center. 

Once she got to Ohio State University's College of 
Veterinary Medicine, Picciano focused on learning all 
she could about horses. One summer she took an unpaid 
internship with a veterinarian at the New Jersey Racing 
Commission. "I needed a paying job too, so she got me a 
job walking hots," said Picciano, referring to the practice 
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of cooling down "hot" horses that have completed their 
training workouts by walking them around the barn area. 
"I still remember my first day, because I was petrified," 
she added. "By then I'd been around horses, but racing 
thoroughbreds are a whole other breed of animal. It was trial 
by fire. But I found I loved the track and all the characters 
there. They taught me how to read the Daily Racing Form, 
and I learned how to handicap." 

After receiving her veterinary degree, Picciano took a 
fiiU-time position with the New Jersey Racing Commission, 
working at Atlantic City Race Course and Garden State 
Park. After several years, she moved on to the Delaware 
Racing Commission. 

"Every horse that races in the afternoon must be examined 
by a vet that morning — a vet who works for the state racing 
commission, who has no monetary interest in the horse," 
said Picciano of her primary duties. "If we feel that the horse 
is lame or ill, we tell them to stay home." 

Picciano emphasizes that in the vast majority of cases, the 
horse s trainer is in complete agreement with her decision 
to scratch a horse from a race. "The trainers will work with 
you to do the best thing for the horse," she said. "There are 
some who don't, but you find that anywhere. Some of them 
are just ignorant and don't know, and I've educated a lot 
of people over the years. The worst ones get angry when I 
have to step in, but over time they realize you're trying to 
work with them and you're looking out for the horse." For 
the most part, she says, there is little tension between the 
trainers who want to race their horses, and the veterinarians 
who advocate for the horses' health. 

A highlight for Picciano last year was working on the 
veterinary panel for the Breeders' Cup Classic at Churchill 
Downs in Kentucky — one of the most prestigious and 
lucrative horse races in the country. She noted some added 
pressure in examining horses before such a big race. "In 
some ways it was easier, because most of the horses were 
sounder, because they don't race as often," she said. "But 
they still get problems, and people's eyes are lit up because 
it's a big stakes race. So in that way it was harder." 

She especially remembers the filly Zenyatta who was 
featured in a story on 60 Minutes in May. Unbeaten going 
into the Breeders' Cup, Zenyatta placed second in the 
race, yet went on to win Horse of the Year honors in 2010. 
"Zenyatta was easy because she was so sound," said Picciano. 




"She moved beautifiilly, and they'd taken such great care of 
her. 

"The good horses know when they're good," she added. 
"Especially the older ones, they stand with such stature, they 
have such a way about them. Those animals have something 
special about them. You can see it in their eyes. 

"Everybody has high aspirations for every baby that comes 
down the pipe, thinking it's the next Derby winner," she 
continued. "It's a hopefiil kind of industry. But you don't 
really know until they start racing. Maybe they're a little 
smarter than the next horse, or they respond quicker than 
other horses. Hopeftilly the right person comes along and 
recognizes that, and makes them the great horse that they 
can be. Zenyatta (pictured with Picciano above) was in the 
hands of the right person, and she had a long career." 

But for Picciano, the best part of the job isn't the star 
athletes. It's her everyday contact with the everyday horses 
at the track. "My favorite part of the day is going out and 
looking at the horses," she said. "It's the biggest challenge 
in some ways, but I love to go around and visit them. 
You do get to know them, and some of them have real 
personalities."

Lou Sorrentino '54, Athletic Director Emeritus 




Lou Sorrentino '54. a 

legendary name in LVC 
athletics as a student-ath- 
lete, coach, and athletic 
director with nearly 60 
years of involvement with 
the College, died Nov. 23, 
2010, after a brief illness. 
He was 78. 

"We are all terribly 
saddened by the death 
of Lou Sorrentino. It 
is an irreparable loss 
to the Lebanon Valley 
College community," 
said President Stephen 
MacDonald. " Lou was a 
rock of this community. 
He spent almost 60 years 
here. He was arguably the 
most talented athlete this 
College ever produced. But he was much more than that. After his 
playing days in football and basketball and baseball were over, he 
stayed here for the rest of his life as coach and athletic director, as 
teacher and friend and counselor to generations of LVC students 
who trusted and loved this good man. We won't see the likes of 
him again." 

A member of the LVC, Central Pennsylvania, and Pennsylvania 
athletic halls of fame, Sorrentino began his involvement with LVC 
athletics nearly 60 years ago, first as a star three-sport student- 
athlete, then as athletic director and coach for four different 
sports. As coach and athletic director, he mentored thousands of 
student-athletes and fellow coaches. Today, the College gives the 
Lou Sorrentino Outstanding Athlete award annually to its top male 
performer. 

A native of Sharon Hill, Sorrentino came to the College as a 
freshman in 1950, and earned 12 varsity letters while starring all 
four years in basketball, football, and baseball. In football, he was 
named first team All-State and second team Little All-America, 
and later had his #21 jersey retired (one of just six LVC football 
numbers retired). He played in the Blue-Grey Senior All-Star game 
in Alabama, earning game MVP honors as quarterback. In basket- 



ball, Sorrentino was a starter on the legendary "Seven Dwarfs" 
team that played in the NCAA Tournament and upset Fordham to 
advance to the Sweet Sixteen. 

Following his senior season, Sorrentino served in the Army's 
101st Airborne at Fort Meade, Md., for two years. After being dis- 
charged, he signed a baseball contract with the Baltimore Orioles 
and a football contract with the Philadelphia Eagles, but left the 
pros to accept the football head coaching position at Shamokin 
Area High School. After earning his master's degree from Bucknell 
University in 1961, he was named head coadi at Woodrow Wilson 
High School in Bucks County. In 1971 he returned to LVC as its 
head football coach. 

Sorrentino remained LVC's football coach from 1971 to 1985, 
impacting thousands of student-athletes in that time and becom- 
ing LVC's all-time leader in wins at 47 games. In 1972, he held the 
unusual distinction of being one of the nation's few three-sport 
coaches, leading LVC's football, men's basketball, and baseball 
programs. When adding basketball to his football and baseball 
responsibilities, then-president Frederick Sample said Sorrentino 
was chosen because he felt he "wanted as many as possible of 
Lebanon Valley College athletes to work with him." 

He found immediate success with men's basketball, winning 
a MAC Championship in his first season and continuing to coach 
the team until 1975. He also led the re-Introduction of baseball to 
campus in 1973, coaching the program for two seasons. 

"Coach Sorrentino taught us the basic principle that loyalty Is 
a two-way street," remembered Greg Hessinger '87 who played 
football under Sorrentino. "He believed in us, convinced us to 
believe in ourselves, and earned loyalty and love from players for a 
lifetime. He is irreplaceable." 

Sorrentino had served as Lebanon Valley's golf coach for the 
past 22 seasons, beginning during his tenure as athletic direc- 
tor and continuing through his retirement. He produced multiple 
NCAA qualifiers Including the program's first-ever Commonwealth 
Conference individual titlist, Ryan Ogurcak '05. 

Sorrentino became director of athletics in 1981 and served until 
his retirement in 2000, presiding over one of the most success- 
ful eras of LVC athletics that included the 1994 NCAA Division III 
men's basketball national championship. 

Sorrentino is survived by his wife of 56 years, Rosie Hollinger 
Sorrentino '54, and children Louis, Linda, and Jay, who Is LVC's 
longtime equipment manager. 
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The Rev. Dr. Glenn Mark Dietrich '53 died March 21, 2010, in 
York at the age of 78. He served many congregations throughout 
his 55 years of ministry, including Brunnerville Evangelical United 
Brethren (E.U.B.), Halifax E.U.B., Park Street United Methodist 
(U.M.) of Harrisburg, Calvary U.M. of York, Derry Street U.M. of 
Harrisburg, Park Avenue U.M. of Chambersburg, and Otterbein 
U.M. of York, from which he retired from full-time ministry in 
1998. Following retirement, Dietrich served for eight years as a 
visiting pastor at St. Pauls U.M. of Red Lion. For the past four 
years he served as pastor at Grace U.M. of Windsor.

Stanley Anthony Funnanak, systems 
and reference librarian emeritus, 
passed away peacefully in his honne 
on Dec. 4, 2010. He was 55. 

Born in Darby, Delaware County, 
in 1955, Furnnanak completed his 
undergraduate coursework in Eng- 
lish at the University of Scranton in 
1978. He earned a master's degree 
in English literature from Catholic 
University, and a second master's 
degree in library science from South- 
ern Connecticut State University. 

Furmanak began his career at LVC 
in 1991 as systems and reference 
^ ' ' librarian in what was then known as 

Gossard Memorial Library. Donna 
Miller, a colleague of 20 years, remembers him as "extraordi- 
narily kind and patient. He was always giving, always helping. His 
wonderfully dry sense of humor made us laugh, and his wonderful 
singing voice — he used to sing loudly in his office — always made 
us smile." 

In his 17 years in the library, Furmanak completed cutting-edge 
work creating an online catalog, developing referring URLs (which 
allowed access to the databases from off-campus), merging 
databases through one interface, initiating more electronic journal 
subscriptions and online databases, and creating and coding the 
library's webpage. He wrote his own computer program that 
enabled library staff to keep statistics and wrote code for library 
RSS feeds. 

Furmanak officially put his "second career" as a website devel- 
oper in place in 2007, when he joined the Information Technology 
Services Department at LVC. Prior to joining the IT team, he was a 
key member of the committee that created the first College web- 
site in 1995 and the three major revisions that followed. 

Bob Riley, vice president for administration and information 



technology, honored Furmanak at his retirement luncheon, saying 
he "retired as an accomplished professional in two fields while 
most of us struggle to do well in only one." 

"There are two traits that really set Stan apart." Riley said. "The 
first was his 'can do' attitude: No matter what the challenge— an 
obscure reference question, a complex computer problem, or a 
physical obstacle — he focused on how the challenge could be 
met, not on the difficulty in getting there. And the second was his 
extraordinary kindness: He was the type of person who lifted your 
spirits just by spending time with him." 

Perhaps most remarkable, Furmanak was a self-taught com- 
puter programmer. He had no formal training. He also researched 
and taught himself to build award-winning model railroads and play 
the hammered dulcimer. He had a love for music and a beautiful 
voice but never had any formal training of any kind. 

His colleagues all say that Furmanak was an inspiring person, 
having struggled with health conditions for most of his life. Dave 
Shapiro '99, director of information technology services, explains 
what he learned from Furmanak: "Stan taught me so much about 
living each day to the fullest and to fight our ailments and illnesses 
instead of giving in. It's easy to give in and let our life be con- 
trolled, but if we fight, smiling while doing so, we gain so much 
more from life and can impact so many others around us. Stan 
fought each day, his staiggles were heroic, and because of this he 
impacted so many people positively that would never have been 
touched so gracefully by such a wonderful man." 

"We will remember his inner strength, his love of learning, his 
untiring optimism, his good humor, and his enduring friendship," 
Riley said. 

Furmanak is survived by his wife, Linda Sienkiewicz Furmanak; 
mother, Mary Klodarska Furmanak of Cochranville; step-son, Dan- 
iel D. Arminavage of Annville; two step-daughters, Pamela J. Rank 
'01 of Cleona and Beth Shultz of Norfolk, Va.; two brothers. John 
Furmanak of Media and Robert Furmanak of Cochranville; and two 
grandchildren, Damian Lawrence and Penelope Rank.
